The amendment filed on 30 March 2006, which was non-comphant with 37 CFR 1.121 and subsequently corrected in the 
response filed 12 July 2006, canceled all claims drawn to the elected invention and presented only claims drawn to a non-elected 
invention, and is therefore non-responsive (MPEP § 821.03). The remaining claims are not readable on the elected invention because 
applicants elected in the response filed 8 January 2003 the nucleic acid product species "antisense RNA" in response to the restriction 
requirement dated 6 December 2006. The remaining claims are drawn exclusively to either the nucleic acid products "prokaryotic 
gene" or "prokaryotic viral gene", which are clearly not readable on antisense RNA. In view of this previous restriction requirement, 
the most recent restriction requirement dated 12 June 2006 and which required election between "prokaryotic gene" and "prokaryotic 
viral gene" is hereby withdrawn.
